“The New Age”—easy talking material for preachers, politicians, even 
scientists—is upon us! It overtook us in our sleep. Yet it did not come “as 
a thief in the night” taking a sneaking advantage of the quiet. It smashed 
down upon us in the horrific blasphemy of Hiroshima, and bore its-evil fruit 
in the deepening spiritual blindness and moral paralysis of the nations. 
Atheistic Marxism, with its peculiar genius for making capital out of poverty, 
injustice, ignorance and despair, has been swift to take advantage of the sloth 


of Christians who have taken their Faith as an opiate instead of as the dis- — 


turbing challenge that it is. Communism is never more subtle than the hunger 
on which it feeds. Nor can it live in the presence of total Christianity. Our 
civilization must believe or die. Secularism in education, in politics, in 
business relationships, is the prolific hot-bed of the evil Marxist philosophy 
of slavery. Marxism will conquer unless the laity of the Churches rouse 
themselves without delay to the ultimate significance of the historic Faith— 
acting in all the areas of man’s thought and action—as the one antidote to its 
attractive hazard. Not yet is it too late for penitence and spiritual, moral, and 
social reconstruction. 

God and Satan cannot live in the same household. Thus Lent challenges 
the believer to a new and intensified concentration of all the facets of per- 
sonality upon the ultimate realities of the redeeming life. A man can be 
made-over in six weeks. Through devotion to the first things he can be rescued 
from the helpless mediocrity of commonplace churchmanship. By a solemn 
pledge of full allegiance to Christ and His Church he can free himself from 
the control of the secondary and the secular. By such a devotion to the Faith 
of the King that neither social demands nor “business requirements” can 
lure him from the imperatives of worship and prayer he can find the thing 
that he knows he needs, and without which the enemy must win. Neither 
dollars:nor dinner clubs will save him going down with his collapsing world. 
Lent, this very Lent at the start of “the New Age,” can well be made the 
turning point at which this scurrying of the world into a self-made hell will 
be blocked forever. Do not dismiss this as a flurry of hot words. Kneel and 
cry, “God be merciful to me, a sinner!”

General Convention Welcomed: 
There is every evidence that the 
Church at home and abroad is looking 
forward with eagerness to the privi- 
lege of visiting our city of St. Francis. 
We, in turn, should obtain a stimu- 
lating vision of our Communion in its 
magnitude and catholicity, an impulse 
to be worthy of the privileges of our 
Anglican heritage, and in fraternal 
good will, seek to hasten that greater 
unity of God’s children which was the 
central emphasis of our Lord’s high 
priestly prayer. The entertainment of 
General Convention will require sacri- 
ficial giving especially by those who 
are financially able to make large con- 
tributions. * * * * We have asked for 
the privilege, we are grateful for it, 
and I trust that we shall accept our re- 
sponsibility gladly and discharge the 
accompanying obligations promptly. 

Relevance of the Church: In a day 
of kaleidoscopic change and interna- 
tional tensions it is difficult to read 
the signs of the times. The effect of 
two world wars within a generation 
and the resultant dislocation which 
still exists, making inevitable an in- 
tolerable tax burden, with billions ex- 
pended upon materiel and equipment 
for the Armed Forces, obscures one’s 
sense of the priority of investment for 
Christian advance. Again we are 
called upon to defend the relevance 
of the Church, * * * * 

The contact between the Church 
and worldly society is inescapably in- 


timate and the life of the Church is 
correspondingly colored by contempo- 
rary standards and mores. Obscur- 
antism, worldliness, and cowardice in 
facing up to the high challenges of 
Jesus, these are but a few items in a 
valid indictment. But this is only the 
somber side of the picture. We Amer- 
icans have an inveterate habit of villi- 
fying our most cherished institutions 
and traditions. It is an easily available 
escape mechanism for indolence, frus- 
tration, cynicism and penuriousness. 

Such civilization as is worthy of the 
name depends for its inspiration and 
continuance upon the ideals of Jesus 
which the Church seeks to enforce by 
precept and example. Church and 
Synagogue certainly provide the stim- 
ulus for most societies and institutions 
dedicated to a service motive and 
pledged to altruistic purposes. Cur- 
rent social pathologies assure us that 
homes, indifferent to religion and its 
disciplines, are definitely vulnerable. 
Education conducted on a secularistic 
basis without proper regard for ulti- 
mate values becomes increasingly fu- 
tile and dangerous. Ours is not an 
easy world in which to live without 
an adequate cosmic philosophy. The 
strains and tensions of modern life 
are fearful. No other institution or 
society can offer as great help toward 
the integration of personality and 
dedication to the good life as a reborn 
Christian Church.

Cathedral Needs and Advances: I 
am sure the Diocese will be happy to 
learn that the Chapter of Grace Cathe- 
dral has decided to use as much as is 
necessary of the Blanding Fund to 
finish the Chancel and Sanctuary of 
the Cathedral before General Conven- 
tion. © 

The floor of the choir will be raised 
a foot higher and the present altar will 
be bleached and redecorated. At either 
end there will be riddles on fluted 
polychromed posts surmounted by 
kneeling golden angels with wings 
upraised. Behind the altar and be- 
neath a canopy will be hung a hand- 
some silk dossal. * * * * 

We are grateful also that Mr. John 
de Rosen, outstanding ecclesiastical 
artist, has been commissioned to do 
murals in two of the five-unit niches 
under the windows at the crossing of 
the Nave. One will portray Chaplain 
Fletcher preaching to the men of Ad- 
miral Drake in the bay to which this 
great adventurer has given his name. 
It is highly significant that tinis scene 
should be depicted on the Cathedral 
walls at the time when we are cele- 
brating the 400th anniversary of the 
English Prayer Book. The other sub- 
ject will be the appearance of St. 
Francis of Assisi before Sulemein the 
Magnificent. * * * * 
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The financial structure of Grace 
Cathedral is becoming a matter of 
concern now that the generous giving 
of spiritual wayfarers of the war days 
has abated. For several years the 
Bishop acted as temporary Dean, sav- 
ing the salary item of such an officer, 
and during that period $5,000.00 was 
restored to the Maintenance Fund for 
sums drawn from it during the pre- 
ceding two years, and $15,000.00 was 
left in the Treasury to insure the re- 
organization of the music budget and 
to increase the missionary giving of 
the Cathedral. At the close of this 
year that very considerable nest egg 
has been almost exhausted. * * * * 

The maintenance of so large a 
fabric and the employment of suitable 
personnel impose a burden upon the 
Cathedral which it cannot well carry 
as at present constituted. The total 
budget, which is considerable ($50,- 
000.00), is raised from pledges and 
from loose plate offerings in approxi- 
mately equal amounts. The latter item 
is too variable because of climatic con- 
ditions, illness, and a host of deter- 
rents from regularity of worship. 
Thus at present, the Cathedral is en- 
deavoring to minister to a growing 
congregation and an inflated popula- 
tion with one full time Canon. * * * * 

Evangelism in California: * * * * J 
plead with you, my brethren, where 
the stricture is justified, to abandon 
Church dedications that are almost ex- 
clusively parochial, and release our 
hands for a more aggressive evangelis- 
tic effort by providing us with ade- 
quate funds to claim the victories that 
Christ has made available to us here in 
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California. In our sister Diocese to 
the south, plans have been made to 
open six new missions a year for the 
next five years. We could match this 
easily if parishes would be as generous 
with the Diocese as the Diocese is with 
the National Church. * * * * 


I plead for a change in the custom 
of having the women’s organizations 
support the local yearly recurring 
budget. The extra-curricular labors of 
the Church’s devoted women should, 
in my judgment, be largely applied to 
missionary advance. Those who ex- 
pect and demand the services of the 
Church should not only be encour- 
aged, but required, to underwrite the 
legitimate current expenses through a 
developing sense of stewardship. Too 
often, vestries and clergy feel that 
parish support on a stewardship basis 
exclusively is impossible of achieve- 
ment because it has not been done in 
the past. Through the solicitation and 
use of monies raised by the women of 
the parish, always interested in mis- 
sionary effort, Church Advance is 
sabotaged. Occasionally, one finds a 
parish that takes pride in the accumu- 
lation of a large savings fund to meet 
future emergencies, when by so doing, 
they are transferring their own mis- 
sionary obligations to the burdened 
shoulders of interested neighbors. It 
“is not that we are asking too much of 
our people, we are asking too little 
and receiving less. Most of us boast 
the high privilege of our Catholic in- 
heritance, our glorious liturgy, the 
dignity and reverence that enshrine 
the Anglican Communion in our 
hearts, but against the background of 
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contemporary expenditures we still 
give to the Church far less than we 
spend for diversion and entertain- 
ment, despite the fact that our habitual 
giving is actually worth less than one- 
half of its value five years ago. * * * * 

Pacific Churchman: | trust full con- 
sideration will be given to the matter 
of financing The PAciFic CHURCH- 
MAN. Rising costs of printing and the 
increased number of subscribers have 
raised the budget of our excellent 
Diocesan paper to $8,000.00 for 
printing alone for ten issues. The 
Bishop and Council do not feel that 
we can charge one-half of this expense 
to the E. & C. Fund as in the past 
year or two. The subscription price 
should be advanced to $1.00 per year. 
It will solve our problem if the 
Churches include a total membership 
subscription as in addition to their 
current pledge, or if there is attached 
to each pledge card at the Every Mem- 
ber Canvas a dollar bill. We can thus 
be saved annual deficits that deprive 
us of missionary activity so essential to 
meet population trends in our whole 
Diocesan area. * * * * 

School of the Prophets: I have not 
hitherto given more than a passing 
reference in Convention addresses to 
what has now become a significant 
and highly valued institution in the 
Province. It began as a Bishop's 
dream and grew slowly because of lack 
of adequate support. * * * * It is my 
judgment that in years to come this 
School and its service will be looked 
upon as the outstanding achievement 
of Grace Cathedral in its history. 
Opportunities for its promotion have 
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been deliberately rejected in order 
that the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific might have its proper priority 
because of a greater service and need. 
The development of the School of the 
Prophets under the Assistant Warden, 
Canon Montizambert, with an aca- 
demic session monthly during the 
1948-49 season, justifies a recogni- 
tion which has no personal implica- 
tions so far as the Bishop of the 
Diocese is concerned, I have raised 

some $12,000.00 to re- 
decorate the Old Divinity School, now 
the Cathedral House, to install new 
heating and plumbing and to make 
adequate and attractive the apartment 
of our gifted Verger, whose service 
in the School has been invaluable. 

The list of leaders is quite as im- 
pressive as that of the College of 
Preachers in Washington. Only re- 
cently the Dean of the Cathedral there 
has asked the privilege of sharing 
some of the notable clergy and laymen 
whom we have been privileged to 
schedule at the School. * * * * 

In prospect we shall have the Arch- 
bishop of York, the Bishop of Ely, 
Canon Frederic Hood of Pusey House, 
Oxford, Professor Brown-Serman of 
the Virginia Theological Seminary, 
Dr. Edgar Goodspeed, translator of 
the modern New Testament, the 
Bishops of Washington and Massa- 
chusetts, and others too numerous to 
mention. * * * * 

This is all purely informative, but 
I hope and pray that some churchman 
or churchwoman in this Province will 
secure for us the stability of this 


valuable spiritual enterprise by gift or 
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bequest, even though it may not reach 
the staggering total of $1,300,000.00 
given to Bishop Freeman for the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of a 
similar school in Washington known 
as the College of Preachers. * * * * 

Gratitude for Lambeth Gift: May 
I in closing express my heartfelt ap- 
preciation of the gift presented to me 
when I went to Lambeth and of the 
moving, even though undeserved 
tribute, paid me on the tenth anniver- 
sary of my Consecration. Despite in- 
evitable change in the personnel of 
our clergy, I feel confident that you 
share with me a feeling of legitimate 
pride in their devotion and industry. 
As God has blessed us with this lead- 
etship, let us go forward to do great 
things for Christ and His Church in 
this favored land.

The Sin of Prejudice 

How prejudice can follow a man 
even to his grave was illustrated 
earlier this month when an undertaker 
refused the use of his chapel for the 
funeral of an American soldier be- 
cause he was of Spanish descent. He 
had been killed in the battle of the 
Philippines. The Federal Government 
stepped in and gave this soldier a 
hero's burial, with full military hon- 
ors, at Arlington National Cemetery 
in Washington. 

The soldier's home town apolo- 
gized to his relatives. The local Cham- 
ber of Commerce adopted a resolution 
praising his family as one “held in 
high esteem.” And in all fairness 
it ought to be said that the Mayor of 
the town, as well as a local banker, had 
offered their homes for the funeral. 


Union Is Strength 

New YorK—Leaders of more than 
35,000,000 American Protestants and 
Catholics. of non-Roman Churches 
have been summoned to a national 
conference at Cleveland, Ohio, March 
8-11, 1949, to survey the world crisis 
and chart a realistic Christian course 
of action to strengthen the influence 
of moral judgment in international 
affairs. 

The moral use of American power 
in the United Nations and in the 
United States’ relations in Europe and 


the Far East will be assessed at the 
National Study Conference on the 
Churches and World Order called by 
the 27-denomination Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in America. 

Limited to 400 delegates, the con- 
ference will bring together the offi- 
cially appointed clerical and lay rep- 
resentatives. Invitations have been 
sent not only to the 24 Protestant and — 
three Eastern Orthodox denomina- 
tions and the Episcopal Church, but 
also to many other churches and inter- 
denominational agencies. Approxi- 
mately 175 state and city councils of 
churches have also been invited. 

Sponsors of the conference, the 
Federal Council’s Department of In- 
ternational Justice and Goodwill, an- 
nounced that the Rt. Rev. William 
Scarlett, St. Louis, Bishop of Missouri 
and chairman of the Department, will 
preside at the Conference. Bishop 
Block will attend this Conference as a 
member of the delegation from our 
Church. 


To Grow Is to Live 


The National Guild of Chutchmen 
is conducting what is probably the 
greatest educational program ever un- 
dertaken by the laity of the Episcopal 
Church. Sponsored and staffed by 
laymen drawn from various parts of 
the country, the Guild defines itself as

Anglican Communion as held by the 
Episcopal Church and contained in 
the Book of Common Prayer.” 

Believing that they can meet the 
mass of lay communicants on common 
ground, the Guild is trying to aid 
every communicant to enjoy a finer 
appreciation of the richness of their 
religious heritage. They are endeavor- 
ing to mail the teaching of the fullness 
of the faith into every Episcopalian 
home through the medium of a series 
of easily understood pamphlets au- 
thored by well-known scholars of the 
Church. Designed for popular con- 
sumption, this series of writings will 
delve into the ancient beginnings of 
the true Church and trace and inter- 
pret the historic teachings and ritual 
as practiced today.

Christ Our Refuge 


David Bradley, World Federalist 
author of the best seller “No Place 
To Hide,” is on a speaking tour in 
the Midwest and East during which 
he will plead the cause for interna- 
tional control of weapons through 
world government. Dr. Bradley was 
radiological monitor at the Bikini 
atom bomb tests. His book under- 
scores the fact that there is no defense 
against atomic weapons. 

Bradley, a surgeon, has taken leave 
of absence from his duties at the San 
Francisco Hospital. His tour will in- 
clude delivering the major address at 
the opening of the $25,000,000 Phoe- 
nix Atomic Project at the University 
of Michigan and appearing on the 
nationally broadcast radio program 
“Town Meeting of the Air’ with 
Harold Urey, atomic scientist, and 
General Leslie Groves. Subject for the 
discussion will be “Is There Any De- 
fense Against Atomic Weapons ?””’ 

Bradley has also been invited to 
address book forums in New York 
and Washington, D. C., and he will 
speak at the Washington Post’s liter- 
ary luncheon. 

While East he will act as technical 
advisor on the motion picture based 
on his book, titled “No Place To 
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Hide” which is being produced by 
Pare Lorentz. Dr. Bradley considers 
this the most important part of his 
trip. Because motion pictures reach 
such a vast audience, accuracy is es- 
sential in this production. 

On the trip Bradley will be accom- 
panied by his wife, Elizabeth, who is 
chairman of the Speakers Bureau of 
San Francisco U. W. Federalists.

Looking Ahead 


There is an old saying that is fa- 
miliar to everyone, “the way to a 
man’s heart is through his stomach.” 
The College worker often paraphrases 
this when he tells us “the way to a 
college student’s soul is through his 
mind.” This paraphrase is one that 
has been reached through experience 
and one which when answered di- 
rectly reaps much fruit. It is because 
of this that the Church Society for 


College Work can present a tentative 
program of activity for college work 
to be put into action during the en- 
suing months and years. This tenta- 
tive program is as follows: (1) to 
interpret to the Bishop of the Diocese 
the need for and plans for the con- 
ducting such such college work and, 
in like manner, to present to the 
priests and laymen of the Diocese the 
Bishop’s ideas and recommendations 
concerning the same; (2) to coordi- 
nate the efforts of college workers, 
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ptiest and lay, and to cooperate with 
them in the execution of same, hold- 
ing bi-monthly meetings for discus- 
sion and planning; (3) to prepare 
publicity for the promotion of college 
work; (4) to assist in the raising of 
funds for the employing of college 
chaplains and the construction of 
Canterbury Houses; (5) the executive 
secretary to serve temporarily as part- 
time chaplain to the students of Mills 
College and to the students of Stan- 
ford University and such other insti- 
tutions as may be without the services 
of an Episcopal chaplain; (6) the pre- 
paring of annual diocesan conference 
schedules, the conferences to be held 
at El Rancho del Obispo for college 
students and for Episcopal faculty, 
these conferences to be concerned 
with Christian vocation, Christian 
apologetic, ethic and worship; (7) 
the preparing of an annual College 
Student Retreat, one each for men and 
women; (8) planning for and prepa- 
ration of the Annual Youth Vesper 
Service; (9) to serve as counsel to the 
Diocesan College Youth Council; 
(10) to be of assistance in the prepa- 
ration of college Canterbury Club 
programs for each college year; (11) 
to organize and aid in the conducting 
of inter-campus and inter-group re- 
ligious conferences; (12) to aid in 
the organization of and conducting of 
college student conferences of one 
day duration for those college stu- 
dents who are not able to attend a 


Diocesan or Provincial Conference at 


El Rancho del Obispo, these confer- 
ences to be held in local parish 
churches and/or Canterbury Houses; 
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(13) to aid in the utilization of the 
manpower of interested Christian 
college students as lay readers for the 
organization of missions and Sunday 
Schools in the unchurched areas of 
our Diocese; (14) to aid in the secur- 
ing of suramer service work for col- 
lege students and the placing of stu- 
dents in said work. 


St. Margaret's House 


The vacation between the semesters 
of the academic year at the University 
of California provided the oppor- 
tunity for two highly valued occa- 
sions at Saint Margaret’s House. On 
the first week-end a retreat was held 
for the students in training. The con- 
ductor was the Reverend Canon Eric 
Montizambert. This is the first retreat 
planned by and for Saint Margaret's 
students, with particular consideration 
given to the circumstances of their 
training and future profession. From 
the response it was evident that such 
occasions will be part of the annual 
program. 

On the second week-end a voca- 
tional conference for college women 
considering church work was held. 
Fifteen students from seven colleges 
and universities met from early Satur- 
day morning through Sunday fore- 
noon.

Book Reviews from 
Guild of the Holy Faith 
Lending Library 

Brent, Charles Henry: THINGS 
THAT MATTER, edited with a bio- 
graphical sketch by Frederick W. 
Kates. Harpers. This selection of the 
best of the writings of Bishop Brent 
is the Presiding Bishop’s Book for 
Lent. It is the kind of book that 
should be owned by every churchman 
for daily use this year and in the fu- 
ture. It is not so well adapted for 
“Study programs” as some other 
choices in this series have been, for it 
is not an expository presentation, deal- 
ing chapter by chapter with successive 
phases of an argument. Rather it is a 
book for meditation and worship of 


the finest type. The opening chapter, © 


from which the book takes its title, 
was an article, addressed as a letter to 
the clergy and laity of his diocese and 
written only a few weeks before his 
death while he was in London. It 
deals with Faith and Love—and par-

ticularly the latter—as the abiding 
principles which must form the main 
background for the truly Christian 
life. “There are those who place the 
accent upon external authority, or- 
ganization and sacrament, and again 
there are those who place the accent on 
the direct ascent of the soul of God. 
... Whether or not we stress the sacra- 
mental, this inner element is indis- 
pensable. . . . It is the within-ness that 
counts.” | 
The remainder of the book consists 
of excerpts from his diaries, addresses, 
and sermon notes, with meditations 
and prayers of his own composition. 
They are grouped about central topics 
of importance—church unity, the life 
of prayer, bereavement, and the last 
great adventure of death. Few men 
have faced life and death with as sure 
a measure of faith that suffering is “a 
foil against which to display our im- 
mortality” and that intends 
us eventually to enter a complete life.”

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Lyman Beecher lectures delivered in 
April, 1948, at the Yale Divinity 
School, and is addressed more particu- 
larly to those preparing for the Chris- 
tian ministry, but except for a few bits 
of direct advice to the ciergy in the 
last chapter it is equally applicable to 
the laity. Beginning with an analysis 
of the sad state of our present civiliza- 
tion and the ineffectiveness with 
which the Church is meeting the de- 
mands upon it, he discusses the power 
that is ours through our faith, “if God 
be with us,” the gifts that are ours 
through sacrament and ritual and the 
development of the mystical life, the 
“givenness” of God as found in the 
Master, and the increasing power of 
the Holy Spirit. He glances back in 
history to the dissolution of the Ro- 
man Empire and the stupendous tri- 
umph of the Christian mission, and 
draws the parallel with our time. 

Bishop Sherrill writes with much 
scholarship, but he will not be “over 
the heads” of average readers. This is 
a splendid book, and well adapted for 
study by groups of readers. It may, 
for that reason, be preferred by some 
for Lenten study in place of his own 
choice of Bishop Brent’s book.

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Book Notes

An unusual contribution to the 
cycle of books about Lincoln is Edgar 
DeWitt Jones’ LINCOLN AND THE 
PREACHERS (Harpers, $2.50), which 
shows the interrelationships between 
the great president and various minis- 
ters of his time. While Lincoln was 
not on any church roll, he was a de- 
voted and unorthodox Christian who 
was dedicated to the will of God. Dr. 
Jones has done a masterful job of 
presenting this little known aspect of 
Lincoln's life. 

One of the most exciting and 

exacting jobs in the church is teaching 
Sabla. school. As exemplified in 
many church schools, the satisfying 
aspects of the work are often obscured 
by indifference, ignorance, and nega- 
tiveness, but it is possible to bring to 
the task such devotion and intelli- 
gence that the church school teacher 
will find great results coming from his 
efforts. Mildred and Frank Eakin 
bring all their experience to bear on 
this subject in their book on THE 
CuHurcH ScHOOL TEACHER'S JoB 
(Macmillan, $2.75), who say that 
“the main Sunday-school job now is 
translating the Bible into life, the 
thrilling, dangerous life of our cen- 
tury.” The authors make constant use 
of concrete illustrations, and the aver- 
age church school teacher will find 
here the help needed for better work. 


AMERICAN SPIRITUAL AUTOBIOG- 
RAPHIES, edited by Louis Finkelstein 
(Harpers, $4), contains fifteen self- 
portraits by men and women of sig- 
nificant spiritual stature, and of vari- 
ous races and religions. A patagraph 
in the preface sums up the purpose: 
“The divergence of the monotheistic 
traditions, each including affirmations 
rejected by the others, has put true 
piety and human affections as well as 
love for God (which all inculcate) to 
the supreme test of cooperation de-

Using the young 
mind as a clue for approach and the 
doctrines of Christian faith as pre- 
suppositions, the author deals with 
the New Testament basis of ethics, its

book is significant because it never 
divorces faith and works, and thus is 
never bogged down either in irrele- 
vant faith or ungrounded behavior. 


SERMONS FOR THE New AGE, 
edited by Sam Nader (Morehouse- 
Gorham, $3), is an attempt to meet 
the needs of the modern man. All of 
the contributors are great names of the 
American pulpit, with Samuel Shoe- 
maker as the lone representative of 
the Episcopal Church. There are 
twenty-three sermons on all kinds of 
subjects, and many are incisive and 
helpful. 

A CALL To Wuart Is Vira (Mac- 
millan, $2) is Rufus Jones’ last book, 
written expressly to help persons of 
trained minds to see the direction in 
which vital religion of this age is 
going. There are many young people 
today, trained in scientific studies, who 
need a re-interpretation of religion if 
they are even to attempt to understand 
it. It is for such that Rufus Jones has 
written this book. (C.F.W.) 


‘“.. . aman needs to have inward

“It is in- 
escapably true that that is the one way 
of life.” THE SECRET OF INWARD 
PEACE, by A. Herbert Gray (Mac- 
millan, $2.50), is full of mature 
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Christian wisdom. It is not so much 
a book of argument as of quiet, con- 
vincing witness. To read it through 
is to know that the author has lived 
the beliefs of which he writes. It is 
good for Lenten reading. (C.F.W.) 


Dean Luther A. Weigle of the Yale 
Divinity School has written a perfectly 
fascinating story of THE ENGLISH 
BipLE: FROM TYNDALE TO THE RE- 
VISED STANDARD VERSION (Abing- 
don-Cokesbury, $2), in which he 
shows the significance of Tyndale 
upon all subsequent translations and 
the dependence of the King James re- 
visers on Tyndale, Coverdale, and the 
Geneva group. The movement toward 
greater accuracy began with many 
private translations and reached offi- 
cial status with the American Stand- 
ard Version of 1901, which is the 
immediate predecessor of the Revised 
Standard Version of 1946. The com- 
mittee who made this last revision 
included one member who was against 
all revisions of the King James version 
and another who wanted to begin all 
over again in the American idiom, but 
a middle position of style plus accu- 
racy was maintained, with the Ameri- 
can Standard version as the base and 
changes made in the interest of accu- 
racy, Clarity, directness, and simplicity. 
It is designed for use in both public 
and private worship, and the final test 
is whether the truth and style of the 
new version can overcome the popu- 
larity and inaccuracy of the King 
James. This book will tell many 
readers why the Revised Standard ver- 
sion is the best translation of the New 
Testament for all possible uses. 
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Fatal Accident

George Hall, had just been killed in 
a motor car accident at Santa Barbara. 
As we go to press with but scant in- 
formation it appears that the car, 
driven by Canon Hall, was struck by 
a truck.
